WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington’s iPods for Woun- 
ded Veterans received a 
philanthropy gift of $10,000 
from 100 Women Who 
Care Boston North. The 
organization chose IFWV 
through a nomination 
process that started with 
iPods’ Social Media Di- 
rector Cindy Wurdeman. 
Wurdeman has been vol- 
unteering with iPods for 
five years and part of the 
group 100 Women Who 
Care Boston North since 
its creation about a year 


and a half ago. 

100 Women Who Care 
Boston North is a wo- 
men’s philanthropy group 
guided by the idea that 100 
women pooling their do- 
nations can have a much 
greater impact on a single 
group — or a few per year 
— than if they each donat- 
ed to whichever charita- 
ble organization individu- 
ally. These women meet 
four times a year and 
bring a donation of $100 
each to an organization 
chosen through a nomina- 
tion process. Over the past

Parking signage to change 
at commuter rail station

WILMINGTON — Parking 
signage is about to change 
at the Wilmington MBTA 
station, based on a discus- 
sion at a Nov. 12 Board of 
Selectmen meeting. 

According to a letter to the 
board from Town Manager 
Jeff Hull, Selectman Mi- 
chael McCoy recently noted 
many spots ostensibly for 
merchant and customer 
parking appeared to be ta- 
ken by commuters. He had 
this realization while atten- 
ding a recent ribbon-cutting 
ceremony at a_ business 
downtown, and noted that 
several parking spots were 
occupied long before and 
after the ceremony. 

According to Hull, a let- 
ter from the MBTA to then 
Representative Jim Miceli 
on March 12, 1999 offered 
the town 20 spaces for 
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short-term business use 
only in that parking area. 

Hull remarked that there 
are 16 spaces currently 
designated for such use, 
but that signage needs to 
be replaced. 

“l’ve asked our public 
works director to contact 
the MBTA about replacing 
the parking signs,” said 
Hull. “The bigger challenge 
quite frankly is going to be 
monitoring the spaces 
there, because there are no 
meters.” 

Selectman Jonathan Ea- 
ton noted that the lot cur- 
rently has a pay-by-phone 
system, and that the newly 
designated spots could like- 
ly be monitored with assis- 
tance from this system. 

Selectman Greg Bendel 
added that cars should not 
be ticketed or towed until the 
signage had been replaced. 

“We’re going to do our 
best to get the message out 
to folks that there’s going 
to be a little bit of a 
change,” said Bendel. 

McCoy noted that he 
would remain in touch 
with both MBTA represen- 
tatives and town officials 
to ensure that this update 
is completed. 

“I'm glad to see that 
some action’s going to get 
done,” McCoy said. 
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donated more than $60,000 


to charitable organizations 
in Boston North.

nomination and gave a 
presentation for the group 
at their meeting on Sept. 
10. After the three presen- 
tations, a vote decides 
what organization will be 
the beneficiary of their 
combined donations. 

As a 100 Women Who 
Care member, she says 
that the beneficiary should 
be an organization that 
has a direct impact in 
their communities. 

“After you’ve gone to VA 
hospitals and_ soldiers’ 
homes and heard their sto- 
ries, you understand what 
the cost of war is to these 
injured servicemen and 
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women,” she said. “These 
electronics help them in 
their recovery and helps 
them to communicate with 
their families.” 

Wurdeman feels that 
IFWV has made a great 
impact and _ especially 
needs this gift since they 
don’t have very much 
yearly funding.

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Mixon seeks to run against Moulton 1 in sixth district

BILLERICA — Mat- 
thew Mixon of Billerica 
has recently announced 
that he will be running to 
represent Massachusetts’ 
Sixth District in the Uni- 
ted States House of Rep- 
resentatives, which in- 
cludes Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, in the 2020 
Congressional election. 
Mixon will be challeng- 
ing incumbent Seth Moul- 
ton, who has held the seat 
Since 2015. 

A Billerica resident for 
more than 20 years, Mix- 
on attended Middlesex 
Community College, then 
UMass Lowell, where he 
earned a Bachelor’s De- 
gree in Criminal Justice. 
A staunch believer in 
education, Mixon contin- 
ues to study a variety of 


topics even after college,. 


and particularly enjoys 
learning about his sur- 
rounding towns and com- 
munities, especially those 
in the Sixth District. 

Previously, Mixon ran 
as a part of the Second 
American Revolution Par- 
ty in 2018 to represent 
the 22nd Middlesex Dis- 
trict in the Massachu- 
setts House of Represen- 
tatives. 

Mixon decided to run for 
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congressional office be- 
cause he felt not enough 
action was currently be- 
ing taken to resolve sig- 
nificant nationwide _is- 
sues. In order to combat 
this inaction, he decided 
the best way to invoke 
positive change would be 
to work to create it him- 
self. 

“T am at a point in my 
life where I've learned a 
lot about how the govern- 
ment works, so I feel I 
can begin proposing so- 
lutions to the problems 
that are. affecting our 
country,” he said. “I also 
feel it is important that 
the younger members of 
our society understand 
the numerous problems 
that our country is fac- 
ing and realize that there 
are actions that can be 
taken to solve them. I 
think leading by example 
is the best way to do 
that.” 

Regarding key issues 
he hopes to target, Mixon 
plans on directing his 
focus onto issues prima- 
rily affecting the sixth 
district, such as gang 
violence, the opioid epi- 
demic, infrastructure in 
regards to traffic pat- 
terns and _ pedestrian/ 
bike paths, healthcare, 
and affordable housing 
among others. Many of

his platforms focus on 
improving the lifestyles 
of constituents in need. 
“Unfortunately, there 
are some individuals in 
the sixth district who 
have fallen through the 
cracks and I want to give 
them the chance to edu- 
cate themselves, receive 
job training, or learn 
other useful skills,” he 
said. “I want everyone in 
the sixth district to have 
numerous opportunities 
to succeed and I don't 
believe in giving up on 
anyone who desires to 
learn and build a better 
life for themselves.” 
Mixon says he differs 
from incumbent Moulton 
regarding key issues, as 


well as campaign ethics 
and financing. Mixon in- 
tends on emphasizing 
nonviolent solutions 
whenever possible, such 
as reforming the criminal 
justice system and limit- 


ing the United States’ 


military involvement in 
foreign conflicts. He also 
pledges to not accept do- 
nations from large com- 
panies and corporations, 
and aims to remove mon- 
ey from the political sys- 
tem entirely. 

Looking towards the 
November election, Mix- 
on emphasizes that he 
will prioritize the needs 
of the sixth district’s con- 
stituents first if he is 
elected, in order to rep- 
resent their best inter- 
ests accurately. 

“J will always put the 
people of the sixth dis- 
trict first; my only loyal- 
ty is to the people of this 
district,” Mixon said. 
“My loyalties do not lie 
with political parties, 
politicians, lobbyists, spe- 
cial interests, the mili- 
tary industrial complex, 
the prison industrial com- 


‘ plex, or PACs. If elected, 


I will go to Washington to 
serve the residents of the 
sixth district and not any 
other group.” 

Election day is on Nov. 
3, 2020.

New 100 percent, first-year ‘bonus’ depreciation 

The 100 percent depreciation deduction generally 
applies to depreciable business assets with a recovery 
period of 20 years or less and certain other property. 
Machinery, equipment, computers, appliances and 
furniture generally qualify. The law also allows 
expensing for certain film, television, and live theatrical 
productions, and used qualified property with certain 


restrictions. 


The deduction applies to business property acquired 
after Sept. 27, 2017, and placed in service after Sept. 27, 
2017, and before Jan. 1, 2023. In general, the bonus 
depreciation percentage is reduced for property placed 


in service after 2022. 


Taxpayers may opt out of the additional first-year 
depreciation for the taxable year the property is placed 
in service. If the election is made, it applies to all 
qualified property that is in the same class of property 
and placed in service by the taxpayer in the same

Selectmen hear Free Cash update

WILMINGTON — Town 
Manager Jeff Hull shar- 
ed a free cash update 
with the Board of Select- 
men at a meeting on 
Nov, 12. 

According to Hull, free 
cash is the amount of 
funds the town has avail- 
able for a variety of pur- 
poses, discounting any 
obligations, for payroll 
and capital projects. At 
the end of the fiscal year, 
the amount of free cash 
present closes out to ze- 
ro, at which point the ac- 
countant’s office and the 


treasurer/collector’s of- 
fice tie out books. 

Hull stated that the free 
cash total on July 1, 2019 
was $24,972,000. This is a 
slight increase over the 
July 1, 2018 value of 
$23 608,625. 

“I know this is a two- 
edged sword,” said Hull, 
who noted the town now 
has the opportunity to put 
funds into long-term in- 
vestments. 

“T would anticipate that 
that would be the plan 
going forward,” Hull said. 

In response to a follow- 
up question from Select- 
man Michael McCoy, 
Hull added the free cash 
total had drawn down to 


$18,857,625 at the end of 
last year. The number 
replenished itself to the 
present slightly higher 
value at the end of the 
year. oe 

Hull also noted that 
$4,000,000 had been 
transferred into the capi- 
tal stabilization account 
last year, which is used 
for capital related items 
such as building repairs. 
Fuel tank replacement at 
the highway office and 
boiler replacements at 
the library also utilized 
free cash last year. 

Hull added that capital 
stabilization is not inclu- 
ded in the free cash num- 


_ ber, and that the current 


town’s current capital 
account _ contains 
$14,000,000. 
“Between the two ac- 
counts, there’s roughly 
$38,000,000,” Hull said. 


‘He stated that S&P rec- 


ommends that 15 percent 
of operating budget be 
held in reserves. 

“So we’re clearly at 
that, and quite frankly, 
at this point, above that,” 
Hull said, noting signifi- 
cant costs related to pen- 
sions and building proj- 
ects. 

He noted that the town 
is trying to save for “a 
rainy day,” for some of 
the big projects that lie 
ahead.

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Gun wouldn't fire, but then he lit the house

The Town Crier in the 
distant past had a story 
about a man named Car- 
ter who burned down his 
barn, threatening to shoot 
firemen who came to put 
out the fire. This was in 


Burlington, not far from 


the Wilmington town line. 

As written by Capt. Larz 
Neilson, Wilmington sel- 
ectman Herb Barrows ap- 
proached him, compli- 


mented him on his shoot- 
ing skills, and said he 
needed some woodchucks 
shot. Carter accepted, say- 
ing he’d go get his rifle. 
Barrows suggested they go

to breakfast first. Once he 
had Carter in the wagon, 
he didn’t stop until he was 
at the Danvers State Hos- 
pital. 

As good as the story 
was, it somewhat different 
than the contemporary 
article which was report- 
ed in the Boston Globe on 
July 30, 1911. 

Alvin Carter, living in the 
old Stephen Carter house 
on Wilmington Road, had 
been unstable for some 
time. His housekeeper be- 
came so afraid of him that 
she left, on July 10, the 
Globe reported. That even- 
ing, neighbors became 
quite concerned as they

heard shrieks, loud talking 
and maniacal - laughter, 
along with breaking glass 
and the splintering of fur- 
niture and household ef- 
fects. ! 

The neighbors summon- 
ed Dr. George Dodge, a 
Wilmington physician: Dr. 
Dodge waited until mid- 
morning before calling on 
Carter. Anticipating trou- 
ble, he contacted Wilming- 
ton Chief of Police W.E. 
Swain and Woburn proba- 
tion officer Dennis Walsh 
for assistance. The doctor 
then proceeded to Carter’s 
house, alone.

and were able to keep the 
fire from the nearby barn. 
Before long, though, 
flames spread and con- 
sumed the entire house. 
Carter had quieted down 
after he set the fire. Chief 
Swain of Wilmington ar- 
rived with Probation Of- 
ficer Walsh to find Dr. 
Dodge standing guard 
over a subdued Carter. 
However, when it was pro- 
posed that he be taken to 
the Danvers State Hospi- 
tal, he again became vio- 
lent. At one point, he took 
off a shoe and threw it at 
Chief Swain. The shoe 
grazed Swain’s head, but it 


hit a wall, it made a dent. 
It took all three men to 
load him into the car. Car- 
ter fought all the way to 
Danvers. 

The Globe reported that 
people who knew Carter 
could not give any reason 
for his insanity. He had 
always been a quiet, rea- 
sonable person. 

Barrows, a Wilmington 
selectman at the time of 
the incident, may have 
responded to it.. Capt. Larz 
Neilson wrote his version 
of the story after talking 
with Barrows sometime in 
the 1950s.

‘The Peninsula’ 
by Louise 
Dickinson Rich

This 1958 gem des- 
cribes the author's life 
on Cranberry Point, Co- 
rea, Downeast Maine. 

Better known from her 
memoir We Took To The 
Woods, Dickinson is now 
a widow who is fortu- 
nate enough to be invit- 
ed, by a reader she'd 
never met, to stay for 
the summer at their 
rough cabin with no 
electricity or running 
water in the small lob- 
stering village. 

Neighbors are wary of 


her reputation as a re- . 


porter of the eccentric 
ways of rural folk, and 
warn her: “We ain't 
QUAINT! We don't want 
no book written about 
us.” 

But she does, and it is 
a fitting tribute to the 
lives lived as they were 
100 years earlier, back 
in the days of sail and 
horse-drawn wagons. 

Gasoline engines and 
electric motors for lob- 
ster boats, and cars and 
electricity seem to be 


the main differences 
between 1858 and 1958, 


and the reader can only 


wonder how the advent 
of cellphones and inter- 
net have generated an- 
other wave sweeping 
over these formerly iso- 
lated, working class lo- 
cales, off the beaten . 
tourist trail of Route 1. 
Dickinson smoothly 
blends anthropology, so- 
ciology, and humor to 
pay homage to this hard, 
rocky coast, and her 
chapters on the likeli- 
hood of death on the wa- 
ter for the men, and the 
rituals of commemorat- 
ing the losses, are most 
heartfelt and lovely. 
Quote: "Fast-gathering 
clouds indicate a quick- 
breaking spell of weath- 
er, but if the clouds 
crawl slowly over the 
horizon there is yet time 
to do a day's work be- 
fore running for shelter. 
"Short warning, soon 


past. Long foretelling, 


long last." 

Upon such lore depend 
their livelihoods and 
sometimes their very 
lives."

school shootings

Two weeks ago we said 
that more data on the is- 
sue of school shootings 
would be coming, as we 
covered a great deal in 
an earlier. edition but 
since then there has been 
another school shooting. 
This time in the State of 
California. 

First, in this column, I 
would like to focus on the 
internal school situation, 
as presented in research 
in that when a student 
makes a threat or shares 
a plan that is a “de facto” 
real plan and should be 
treated as such and a 
loud cry for help. There 
is a real concern that too 
often words have been 
stated by an alleged 
shooter and not. passed 
on to a school adminis- 
trator or teacher for that 
matter. 

When it comes to any- 
one in a school environ- 
ment from the custodian 
to the principal the term 
“shooting” or similar ac- 
tivity must be sent to the 
authorities as soon as 
possible and not wait 
until later when some- 
one says, oh I heard 
some comments about 
this some time ago but 
thought it had no mean- 
ing. 

All authorities on the 
issue of shootings will 


give you a list of past 
shootings when there had 
been “someone,” staff or 
student, who heard a per- 
son make “some” com- 
ments about a shooting in 
the future. 

The other issue that 
should be stated is that 
schools need media liter- 
acy curriculum units, ac- 
cording to Peterson and 
Densley, to help students 
more critically assess the 
data on the internet and 
other forms of social 
media. The authors also 
comment that “lockdown 

_/active shooter drills” 
send the message that 
violence is normal when 
it’s not. 

There are several au- 
thorities who are exam- 
ining the value of lock- 
down/active shooter 
drills, which some feel 
sends a message that 
violence is normal and 
question the drills. But 
my feeling is that some 
form of preparation or 
drills such as ALICE 
make sense and give the 
students and staff a 
sense of one form of 
practiced prevention. 

However, I strongly 
agree with the current 
feeling that the staff 
need more training not 
just on prevention but 
formulating skills and 
internal sources to pre- 
vent an episode in the 
first place. 

Students who are sus- 
pected for such an event 
should be brought to the 
attention of the authori-

so, attempt to get a sense 
of what is happening in a 
young person’s life’ and 
and sense of emotional 
condition.

Somehow there has be- 
come a question of the 
“people who need to 
know in the prevention 
area” and I feel that the 
school district should 
have a policy in this 
regard but certainly, the 
principal and superin- 
tendent are a must, plus 
the local police chief and 
in; fact all local emer- 
gency leaders as _ they 
may .be able to bring 
more information to the 
discussion without going 
into details. 

I am a big supporter of 
resource officers in our 
schools as well as locks 
on all exterior doors and 
if possible internal doors, 
as well, subject to the de- 
cision of local authori- 
ties.

To help eliminate the 
danger of overexposure, al- 
ways run exhaust fans 
when cooking and periodi- 
cally open a nearby window 
when using the oven or 
stove to allow fresh air to 
circulate. Never use the 
stove to heat your home.

and dryers, as carbon 
monoxide can leak from 
any fuel-burning device. If 
using a fireplace to heat 
your home, make sure your 
flue is open and have your 
chimney checked and 
cleaned each year by a pro- 
fessional. 

Know the symptoms of CO 
poisoning. Because you 
can't see or smell carbon 
monoxide, you might not 
recognize the symptoms of 
CO poisoning, as they can 
be confused with common 
cold and flu symptoms such 
as headache, nausea, dizzi- 
ness, weakness, chest pain 
and vomiting. If a CO 
alarm sounds or symptoms 
appear, exit the home im- 
mediately and call 911.

Take care of your roof 

* Keep your gutters 
clear. This keeps ice 
from accumulating and

* Trim trees year-round 
so branches don't fall on 
your house. 

* Worn-out, missing or 
damaged siding and roof 
flashing can let water 
and ice into your home. 
Be vigilant and replace 
them. 

* If your chimney is 
leaning or the mortar 
has seen better days, get 
it repaired.

* Trickle water from 
faucets connected to 
pipes that run through 
unheated or unprotected 
spaces. 

* Locate the home's 
main water valve - typi- 
cally in the basement or 
outside near the curb - so 
you can turn water off 
quickly if a pipe does 
burst. 

* If you leave the house 
unoccupied for an ex- 
tended period, shut off 
the water and have a 
professional drain the 
system.

"The resulting fire caused 
$300,000 in damage to her 
home, which she was 
forced to leave for 10 
months. Insurance helps 
cover material losses, but 
you can't put a price on 
lost memories or having 
your life turned upside 
down."

3. Visually inspect your 
home's exterior. 

Make a point of walking 
the perimeter of your 
home to look for cracks, 
chips or holes in the 
faVBade and loose shingles 
on the roof.

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Jericho House preserves 
history of life on Cape Cod

istory sur- 
rounds the 
Captain 
Baker 
house, an 


unassuming Cape Cod 
style home, and its past 
owners. 

Known as The Jericho 
House, located at 90 Old 
Main St. in West Dennis, 
this 19th century house 
and barn is preserving the 


history of life on Cape Cod 
in the 1800’s. 

This antique sea cap- 
tain’s property now serves 
as a museum, run by the 
Dennis Historical Society, 
and displays antiques, 
glassware, and period cos- 
tumes that depict life as it 
was in the 1800’s. 

The barn also serves as 
a museum, and contains 
antique carriages and 
farm tools. 

Of particular interest is 
the Cranberry Exhibit, 
which tell the 200 year old 
history of the cranberry 
industry that began in 
Dennis in 1816, and still 
exists today. 

But, just as interesting 
as the museum itself, is 
the fascinating and histor- 
ically significant people 
that have owned this an- 
tique gem. 

The Jericho House was 
owned and occupied by 
descendants of the origi- 
nal owner, sea Captain 
Theophillis Baker, until 
1955, when it was pur- 
chased by noted author 
Elizabeth Reynard and 
her partner, Virginia Gil-

dersleeve. 

Reynard and_ Gilder- 
sleeve loved the historical 
charm of the Jericho 
House, and Cape Cod, and 
enjoyed their “retirement” 
years in West Dennis after 
leading very unconven- 
tional and, as it turned 
out, historically signifi- 
cant lives. 

Born in 1897, Elizabth 
Reynard graduated from 
Barnard College in 1922. 
After graduation, she con- 
tinued on at Barnard as a 
teacher and eventually 
became the head of the 
New Americans Studies 
Department. This was 
quite an achievement at 
the time, as it was socially 
frowned upon for a wo- 
man to be so highly edu- 
cated. 

During her tenure at 
Barnard, she took a leave 
of absence to help the 
U.S.Navy incorporate wo- 
men into the military, 
which resulted in the 
Waves program (Women 
Accepted for Volunteer 
Emergency Service). 

Reynard was second in 
command of the Waves, 
led by Virginia Gilder- 
sleeve, and developed a 
training program used by 
the Waves. 

Reynard was also the 
first woman to be appoint- 
ed lieutenant in the U.S. 
Navy Reserve. 

She was also the author 
of two books. The first 
was a folk chronicle of old 
Cape Cod called The Nar- 
row Land, written in 1934, 
featuring indian ledgands, 
sea yarns, and ghost sto- 
ries. 

The second book, writ- 
ten much later in 1951, 
was a sorcerer’s tale cal- 
led Mutinous Wind. 

Reynard and her partner 
first met at Barnard Col- 
lege, where they both 
worked.

Virginia Gildersleeve, 
born in 1877, attended 
Barnard College and Col- 
umbia University, and be- 
came the Dean of Barnard 
in 1911. Like Reynard, Gil- 
dersleeve broke from the 
gender roles that were in 
place in society at that 
time by having a success- 
ful career outside of the 
home. 

Gildersleeve was proac- 
tive for women's rights 
and education all of her 
life, but as early as 1919, 
she founded the Interna- 
tional Federation of Uni- 
versity Women. She be- 
lieved the women of the 
world could make a 
change by talking and 
learning from each other 
through this organization. 

While at Barnard Col- 
lege, she encouraged facul- 
ty and students to engage 
in political movements of 
the day, even though the 
board of trustees found 
this behavior to be “unla- 
dylike.” 

As part of Gildersleeve’s 
advocacy for women’s 
rights, she insisted upon 
paid “leave of absence” 
for female faculty mem- 
bers. She also challenged 
the belief at the time that 
the education of women 
was a detriment to socie- 
ty, and in the modern 
world, women could have 
the same ambitions as 
men. 

Like Reynard, Gilder- 
sleeve was instrumental 
in founding the U.S. Navy 
Waves program, and help 
ensure that all 90,000 fe- 
male members were col- 
lege graduates. 

In 1945, President Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt named 
Gildersleeve the only wo- 
man to the U.S. delegation 
to write the United Na- 
tions Charters. 

Under this appointment 
she was instrumental in 
creating the Security 
Council, one of the. six 
principal organs of the 
U.N. and the United Na- 
tions Economic and So- 
cial Council. 


She was also an advocate 
for human rights, and 
pushed for the creation of 
the Commission of Human 
Rights, and under the di- 
rection of Eleanor Roose- 
velt, wrote the Universal 
Declaration of Human 
Rights. 

Because of her strive for 
equal oppertunity for wo- 
men, she helped establish 
the groundwork for the 
Feminist movement. 

Reynard and _ Gilder- 
sleeve lived out their final 
years restoring and main- 
taining the history of the 
Jericho House. 

Upon Reyards death in 
1962, Gildersleeve moved 
to a nursing home (where 
she died in 1965) and -do- 
nated the house to the 
Town of Dennis to use as a 
historical center. 

Now operated by the 
Dennis Historical Society, 
the museum is now open 
to the public June through 
September, but is open for 
several scheduled events 
throughout the “off” sea- 
son. 

One such event will take 
place on Saturday, Dec. 
14. Visitors are welcome 
to discover “How Christ- 
mas Celebrations Evolved 
in the 1800’s.” This event 
takes place from 1 to 4 
p.m., and in celebration of 
the season, the Jericho 
house will deck the halls 
with 19th century holiday 
decor and traditional holi- 
day treats. 

Traffic on Cape Cod is 
light this time of year, so 
don’t hesitate to make the 
trip. A visit to the Jericho 
House will help you to 
understand life in the 19th 
century, and perhaps give 
you a greater insight to the 
progression of our modern 
day society, thanks to peo- 
ple like Elizabeth and Vir- 
ginia.

Come and enjoy the Virtual Reality experience

Virtual reality is gaining 
popularity in the gaming 
and action entertainment 
world and while the tech- 
nology has been around 
for decades, the penetra- 
tion into the home gaming 
market has been sluggish. 
VR headsets are expen- 
sive, and the software is 
constantly evolving. 

However, expanding this 
technology through the 
destination entertainment 
industry, VR arcades and 
gaming centers now pro- 
vide a way for all age 
groups to experience the 
thrill of VR without the 
heavy in-home investment. 

One such gaming venue is 
Mindtrek in Woburn. 


We recently visited and 
brought a group of teen 
boys to check it out. The 


clean, sleek center 
screams high tech from the 
moment you walk through 
the door. Visitors have the 
option of tethered or free 
roaming play, and there 
are also gaming consoles 
where e-sports fans can 
play against their friends, 
or participate in monthly e- 
sports tournaments. 

Shawsheen Tech even 
has an e-sports team that 
has competed via Mind- 
trek, which proudly dis- 
plays a team jersey on the 
wall. The MindtrekVR 
arena offers camps, train- 
ing sessions, monthly 
tournaments along with 
facility rentals for local 
high school and collegiate 
teams. They are also a 
part of the ggLeap net- 
work which allows partici- 
pants to compete in 
national tournaments for 
money. 

And for anyone groaning 


about e-sports and the 
ruination of a generation, 
the train has left the sta- 
tion. Colleges and universi- 
ties are offering gaming 
scholarships and _ video 
game design legitimate 
areas of study. 

The Cummings Park 
warehouse location is one 
of the first multi-player 
virtual reality arenas in 
the country. Though the 
VR experience happens 
within the headset of the 
player and is for that per- 
son’s eyes only, adding the 
social dimension of addi- 
tional players, and “see- 
ing” them as part of one’s 
own field of play, makes 
the team experience that 
much more compelling. 

The roaming play hap- 
pens in a large open area, 
marked off in a grid pat- 
tern which allows the 
tracking devices for the 
headsets and military- 
grade backpacks to synch 
up. And while it is a bit 
comical to watch the play- 
ers move through the 
space, dodging and care- 
fully stepping around “vir- 
tual” obstacles, the expe- 
rience for the player is 
vivid and real. 

The company has based 
their entertainment expe- 
rience on technology de- 
veloped by Australian 
company Zero Latency. 

According to Regional 
Manager Brett. Bovio, 
“Our 4,000 square foot free 
roam VR arena is now the 
largest free roam VR are- 


‘ na in the US with a loca- 


tion in Woburn and Marl- 
borough.” 

The center is ahead of 
the curve on_ location-

based sports, citing facili- 
ties in Las Vegas and Or- 
lando as the types of 
places one would need to 
go to achieve this type of 
experience. Bovio said 
that the VR experience is 
for everyone, and gives 
people a chance to be a 
lead character and fight 
zombies (or such) in a 
very safe and controlled 
setting. 

The company hosts 
groups, parties, corporate 
events, and those interest- 
ed or curious about the 
VR world. The teens in 
our group were fully en- 
gaged and felt they had a 
real workout while bat- 
tling the invaders in their 
game. 

In fact, Bovio said, “it 
puts to rest the idea that 
video games are just 
played on the couch. With 
our games you are run- 
ning, walking, moving and 
sweating. It is an absolute 
workout.” 

He added “companies 
love to visit for outings to 
watch each other in real 
life responding to zombies. 
It never gets old seeing 
fully grown adults scream- 
ing, swearing and tapping 
out because they are 
afraid of heights even 
though they know that 
they are on a flat floor. It 
provides a lot of great mo- 
ments for photo and 
video.”

School Committee 
given presentation 
for addition of 
gymnastics program 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Back in 
the spring, strong interest 
from the local community, 
spearheaded by a New 
Hampshire High School 
coach who works at Gym 
Street USA here in town, 
of _ reestablishing a 
Wilmington High School 
Gymnastics program was 
able to get some traction 
and this past Wednesday, 
the subject was presented 
at the Wilmington School 

Committee, 

Interim Athletic Director 
Ed Harrison presented the 
members of the school 
committee along with 
Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Brand, information 
regarding the interest and 
more importantly the cost 
of getting the program 
back, after it was cut in 
2002 under then Athletic 
Director Jim, Gillis. 

Harrison told the com- 
mittee that the program 
would cost about $9,000, 
which would include hir- 
ing a head coach for about 
$5,500, transportation to at 
least five meets, judges 
and officials for meets, 
and then the facility. 

Gym Street USA told 
Harrison it would commit 
into a 3-year lease agree- 
ment with an escalating 
financial commitment 
including $500 for the first 
two seasons and then 
$3,000 for the third season. 
All practices and meets 
would be held at the facil- 
ity and not at. WHS. 

Harrison said that he 
projected about $9,000 for 
the first two years of the 
program and then about 
$11,500 for year three. — 

Harrison was also asked 
about interest for the pro- 
gram and he said he has 
heard various numbers, 
between 6-10 and then has 
also heard between. 8-12. 
The MIAA requires ten 
members need to be on a 
team, and if there's less 
than ten, Wilmington 
could ask the MIAA for a 
waiver, which would allow 
eighth graders to partici- 
pate.

There's currently eight

Three teams, 
Belmont, Lexington and 
Watertown do not offer 
gymnastics. Harrison said 
that boys would be allowed 
to be on the team, but tra- 
ditional male events would 
not be part of the meets.

Compete in Division 2 All-State Meet 


Wildcats get redemption, 
run to a fourth place finish 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
GARDNER - For what 
seems like an eternal 
repeat of story leads and 
headlines, the Wilmington 
High School boys' cross- 
country team made pro- 
gram history once 

again. 

On Saturday afternoon, 
the Wildcats got their 
revenge over four-time 
Division 4 Eastern Mass 
Champions of 
Newburyport, by passing 
them in the standings at 
the MIAA Division 2 All- 
State Meet held at the 


hilly Municipal Golf 
Course. 
Wilmington finished 


with a fourth place finish 
- fourth best out of every 
small school in the entire 
state - the best in pro- 
gram history, after finish- 
ing 14th last year and 17th 
in 2017. 

"Coming into the meet, 
we had a big goal of push- 
ing for top two overall and 
knew it could be a close 
one,” said head coach 
Brian Schell. “Through 
previous races in the sea- 
son and after the Division 
4 state meet, it was any- 
one's race.” 

Martha's Vineyard 
cruised to the win with 148 
points, but after that, 
Parker Charter (161), 
Hopedale (175), 


Wilmington (177) and 


Newburyport (180) were 
separated by 19 points for 
spots two through five. 
Twenty teams competed 


in the meet. 

“Taking fourth place 
overall as a team is sim- 
ply awesome, especially 
for how close we were to 
second place,” said Schell. 
“It is by far not a fast 
course and you could tell 
the hills played. the 
biggest role for every 
team given everyone's 
overall times. In the end, I 
personally think it was the 
experience competing on 


this course that those two 


Central Mass teams just 
beat us.” 

Schell was asked about 
the course specifically, 
knowing that it was much 
different than previous 
courses -the team has 
competed on - this one 
extremely hilly, not just 
the uphill climbs, but the 
declines as well. 

“Unfortunately no one 
has. been to this course 
before so we basically 
went into the race blind 
folded,” he said. “Not 
knowing the course can 
definitely be a huge men- 
tal factor on anyone. 
Official time was not on 
our minds as we knew it 
was a slow course, so it 
was all about placement. 
We went into the race let- 
ting those top teams dic- 
tate the pace and be the 
stronger team this time 
around to progress by 
them.” 

The week earlier, 
Wilmington finished sec- 
ond at the D4 Eastern 
Mass race as the team 
had all five finishers in 
the top 22. With a much 
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more talented pool, this 
time the Wildcats did 
much of the same, with all 
five finishers coming in 
the top 91. 

The team was again led 
by senior Greg Adamek, 
who finished 19th overall 
with a time of 17:17. He 
was followed by junior 
Owen Surette, who had a 
strong performance, fin- 
ishing 23rd overall at 
17:22, which is_ pretty 
amazing for his first sea- 
son of cross-country after 
playing soccer. 

“Owen had a very solid 
day and an overall time 
for himself given the diffi- 
cult. course. He was very 
motivated and wanted to 
finish on a great meet and 
I am glad he did,” said 
Schell. 

Behind Adamek and 
Surette included Nolan 


_ Kennedy, who was 53rd at 


17:47, Sean Riley, who was 


90th at 18:05 and Joe > 


Lydon, who was 9st at 
18:06. Alternates Sean 
Lydon (129th, 18:55) and 
Alexander Boehm (131st, 
19:04) also ran well. 
“Overall, I can not com- 
plain after struggling the 
last two All State meet 
and now taking fourth 
amongst the best small 
schools in the state,” said 
Schell. “We redeemed our- 
selves and beat 
Newburyport and_ top 
ranked Seekonk. Again, it 
just goes to show the great 
effort and dedication 
these kids and the entire 
team put forth this sea- 
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On the season, 
Wilmington had its pro- 
gram best showing at the 
Middlesex League Meet, 
tied its best ever perform- 
ance at the Eastern Mass 
Meet, and then finished 
fourth in the entire state 
for its division, also the 
best in program history. 
Not too shabby. 

“We may not have 
achieved our biggest goals 
of being league and state 
champs, but this is by far 
our best performances 
both individually and as a 
team,” said Schell. “The 
overall season was still a 
huge success and it comes 
from having great cap- 
tains in Jake Danieli, Joe 
Lydon and Greg Adamek. 
Without their dedication, 
hard work and getting the 
team together during the 
off season none of this 
would have been possible. 
It was a phenomenal sea- 
son and definitely one 
that sets a high standard 
moving forward.” 

Wilmington will be los- 
ing 12 seniors off this 
year's team, including 
five of its top eight run- 
ners, Adamek, Boehm, 
Danieli, Kennedy and Joe 
Lydon, as well as Matt 
Chisholm, Brian Elderd, 
Joe Hartzell, Andy Lee, 
Daniel Maienza, Richard 
Stuart and James Valente. 

Surette, Sean Lydon and 
Riley all return and will 
form a strong trio for next 
year's team.

falls short

WILMINGTON - For a 
pair of teams that had 
been eliminated from 
post-season contention, 
Wilmington and Lynnfield 
sure didn’t act like it on 
Friday night in their non- 
league MIAA non-playoff 
matchup at Alumni Field, 
with both teams playing 
with a high level of inten- 
sity throughout the con- 
test. 

Unfortunately for the 
Wildcats, their tremen- 
dous effort came up just a 
little short against an 
excellent Pioneers team, 
as they were unable to 
complete an. exciting 
fourth quarter comeback 
and fell by a score of 25- 
22. 

With the loss, _ the 
Wildcats dropped to 4-6 on 
the season and will now 
begin preparations - for 
their Thanksgiving Day 
clash with arch rival 
Tewksbury. 

Lynnfield meanwhile, 
who had been the No. 3 
seed in the Division 5 
playoffs before being 
eliminated in last week’s 
semifinals, improved to 8- 
2 on the season. 

The Wildcats twice 
trailed by as many as 11 
points in the fourth quar- 
ter, but fought back each 
time, eventually closing to 
within three points with 
just under four minutes 
left in the game before 
Lynnfield was able to 
finally put them away. 

It was a tough loss to 
take for Wilmington coach 
Craig Turner and his play- 
ers, but he was proud of 
the effort he saw from his 
team. 

“I told the kids after the 
game, that in these three 
weeks, the biggest thing 
that coaches worry about 
is what kind of effort they 
are going to get, but that 
hasn’t been an issue in 
any of these games and it 

‘wasn’t in this one,” 
Turner said. 

The Wildcats trailed 13-7 
at the half, and 19-7 at the 
end of three quarters, 
when senior quarterback 
Christian Robarge came 


on in relief at quarterback 
and nearly led them to 
victory. In just one quar- 
ter of play Robarge ran 
for 74 yards and a touch- 
down and threw for anoth- 
er 78 and another score. 

Upon entering the game 
with 11:50 left in the con- 
test, Robarge immediate- 
ly led Wilmington on their 
best drive of the game, 
marching them 92 yards 
on 12 plays before capping 
the drive with a one yard 
run up the middle with 
6:33 left in the game. 

Robarge did nearly all of 
the damage on the drive, 
rushing for 74 yards and 
passing for another 16. 
On the play before the 
touchdown, Robarge had 
run for 27 yards to give 
Wilmington a first and 
goal from the one before 
plunging in for the score 
on the next play. When 
Stephen Smolinsky drilled 
through the extra point, 
Wilmington was within 19- 
14, 

The execution on the 
drive was exactly why 
Turner had _ brought 
Robarge into the game in 
relief of freshman Joseph 
McCauley. It had far less 
to do with how the fresh- 
man signal caller had per- 
formed under pressure 
from a stellar Lynnfield 
defense and far more to 
do with a change in the 
Wildcats game plan. 

“We were struggling to 
run the ball and we really 
needed to get the ball 
moving,” Turner said. 
“He is our best athlete, 
and we wanted to get the 
QB run game going. He 
got us a first down and 
then he just picked up 
steam. He is a great play- 
er and he had a great 
game for us. That’s the 
kind of effort we are going 
to need on Thanksgiving.” 

Lynnfield responded 
immediately after the 
Wildcats score, when 
quarterback Clayton 
Marengi (12-for-24, 270 
yards) threw his fourth 
touchdown of the night, a 
44-yard connection with 
John Lee to make the 
score 25-14 with 4:39 left in 
the game after the failed 
two-point conversion.

Still, the Wildcats were 
not done. Two plays later, 
got the job done with his 
arm, this time connecting 
with sophomore’ wide 
receiver Gavin Erickson 
on a perfectly thrown ball 
for a 62-yard pass for a 
touchdown. When 
Robarge ran in the two- 
point conversion moments 
later, the Wildcats were 
within 25-22 with 3:49 left 
in the game. 

It was the second touch- 
down catch of the game 
for Erickson, who had an 
outstanding night in his 
own right, with 95 yards 


receiving. 
“He’s a special kid,” 
Turner said. ‘“He’s an 


excellent athlete. He is a 
great football player and 
a great lacrosse player. 
He will definitely be our 
go-to guy going forward 
into next season.” 

Wilmington however, 
was unable to _ stop 
Lynnfield on their next 
drive, as the Pioneers 
picked up a couple of first 
downs, including one on a 
21-yard completion by 
Marengi to run out the 
clock on their way to vic- 
tory. 

Lynnfield had taken an 
early 13-0 lead on a 68- 
yard pass from Marengi 
to Anthony Floramo Jr. in 
the first quarter and a 
two-yard pass to Jack 
Ford in the second quar- 
ter. For the most part the 
Wildcats did a pretty good 
job of limiting the talent- 
ed Marengi, who had 
thrown a state leading 22 
touchdown passes head- 
ing into the game, holding 
him to a 50 percent com- 
pletion percentage. But 
he made enough big plays 


with both his arms and 
legs to beat the Wildcats. 

“We worked all week on 
trying to keep him in the 
pocket, but it is not easy 
to do,” Turner said. “He 
can make plays out of the 
pocket with his legs and 
he can run the ball very 
well. He is definitely one 
of the better quarterbacks 
we have seen all season.” 

Wilmington had fought 
back at that point as well, 


when McCauley dropped a 
perfectly placed pass into 
the hand of Erickson for a 
13-yard touchdown with 
1:05 left in the half to 
bring the Wildcats within 
13-7 at the break. The 
touchdown came _ two 
plays after Pedro 
Germano had recovered a 
Lynnfield muffed punt on 
the Pioneer 19-yard line. 
Despite Marengi’s big 
night throwing the ball,

the Wildcats had several 
players step up defensive- 
ly, including Smolinsky 
and Dean Nally, each of 
whom had multiple sacks 
on the night, along with 
Pedro Germano who had 
an interception to go 
along with his fumble 
recovery.

To 
this point in __ total, 
between the page and 
other fundraisers, Dawn 
Noble says roughly $18,000 
has been raised.

Before this past summer, 
Reegan played basketball 
and other fun things that 
typical 14-year-olds do, 
but that all changed one 
morning. 

“Reegan came out of the 
shower and noticed a 
lump on her groin,” said 
her mother. 

Dawn then took her 
daughter to the doctor’s to 
see if they could figure out 
what it was. 

“They thought it was an 
infected lymph node,” she 
said. “Five days later, I 
took Reegan back to the 
doctor’s; the growth 
tripled in size [in that 
amount of time].” 

Reegan was given three 
different antibiotics, hop- 
ing that would do the 
trick. 

The Noble’s went on 
vacation to Lake Ossipee 
in New Hampshire, and 
Reegan wasn’t getting 
any better. Reegan devel- 
oped a 104 degree temper- 
ature and was also in so 
much pain. So, back to the 
doctor’s office they went. 
That’s when they were 
sent to see specialists and 


a surgeon at 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 


“He literally wanted her 
in surgery [as soon as 
possible],” Dawn _ said. 
“After surgery he came 
over to me and said this 
looked consistent with 
stage three lymphoma.” 
Dawn Noble used to 
work at Mount Auburn 
Hospital in Cambridge, so 
she could tell when 
Reegan wasn’t herself 
and was sick, but there 
was nothing she could do 
physically to help her. 
“It’s horrifying; comfort-

one priority,” she said. 
Reegan to this point has

“Maybe the first few 
days after surgery, it sank 
in that I had cancer,” 
Reegan said. “At first it 
was scary, but the doctors 
said it was going to be 
fine, so I wasn’t worried.” 

Reegan went on to start 
chemotherapy. In _ that 
time, she lost her hair. But 
was also scary was she 
developed another growth 
on her neck and blood 
clots. 

Being put on blood thin- 
ners and undergoing four 
surgeries over two months 
wasn’t the ideal scenario. 

“Missing the first few

weeks of school was 
tough, because you are 
just going in to high 
school,” she said. 

This whole situation has 
been especially tough on 
Reegan’s other family 
members as well. 

“I was just sad inside, it 
hurt; I was scared [for 
her],” said Ava Noble, 
Reegan’s 12-year-old sis- 
ter. “It wasn’t easy seeing 
her go through it.” 

Ava spent almost every 


day in the hospital with 


her older sister, giving 
her back rubs and foot 
massages, and being the 
very loving sister that she 
is. 

Their father Dan is an 
electrician for Fischbach 
and Moore Electrical 
Company out of 
Dorchester. He had to put 
work on hold to be with

“Most things you can 
protect them from, this 
you can’t, especially when 
you don’t know the extent 
of it, it’s tough,” he said.

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Wilmington searches for 
new ice rink location

MIDDLESEX - A casual 
observer would likely con- 
clude it's too pricey for non- 
profit skating and hockey 
groups to book ice time at the 
same facility used by profes- 
sional hockey players. 

But in Wilmington, where 
the town's youth for decades 
shared ice at Ristuccia Me- 
morial Arena with the likes of 
the Boston Bruins, the real 
sticker shock didn't come 
until after the NHL squad 
moved to its new training fa- 
cility in Brighton in 2016. 

With town leaders frus- 
trated by soaring rental rates 
at the ice rink by the junction 
of Main Street and Route 129, 
a new Wilmington advisory 
committee is now exploring 
whether it would be cheaper 
for the community to build its 


own indoor athletic complex. 

According to Wilmington 
Selectman Michael McCoy, 
who serves on that Ice Rink 
and Recreational Facility 
Committee, the 15-member 
body late last month began 
considering a handful of pub- 


lic and private properties for 


a new athletic complex. 

And though the group has 
not yet identified a suitable 
location, board members are 
confident that there is an ap- 
propriate space for the ambi- 
tious initiative — whether 
that land is already in the 
town's possession or to come 
later from a private donor. 

So far, local officials have 
considered three state-owned 
land parcels, as well as a 
handful of municipal land 
holdings. In the coming 
months, the rink committee 
plans on approaching the 


Allepo Shriners and the Ben- 
evento Company to see if 
they'd be willing to donate a 
portion of their industrial 
land for the cause. 

"The goal is to identify 
what open space we have, 
and there are several 
parcels we're looking at," 
explained McCoy in a recent 
interview with The Middlesex 
East. "What we're trying to 
do is to identify the best one 
in town to build a rink on...We 
want to give the kids of the 
community a chance to stay 
in their own hometown at a 
price that's affordable." 

The Ice Rink and Recre- 
ational Facility Committee is 
conducting its mission as 
Wilmington's rocky relation- 
ship with the privately-owned 
Ristuccia Memorial Arena 
cratered in the wake of a 
failed 2015 takeover attempt

by the municipality, which 
had offered some $2 million 
for the 13.4-acre property off 
of Route 38. 

Specifically, in Dec. of 
2014, Town Meeting voters ap- 
propriated $2.25 million to 
purchase the nearly 30-year- 
old rink from Wilmington's 
Bernard Ristuccia Jr., whose 
father built the complex in 
1984 in memory of his late 
wife, Elinor. 

However, when the time 
came to consummate that 
deal, which had reportedly 
been brokered informally be- 
tween Town Administrator 


Jeffery Hull and Ristuccia 


Jr., Bob Rotondo, the owner 
of the rink's third-party man- 
agement company, filed suit 
to block the sale. 

Ultimately losing a pro- 
tracted legal fight against Ro- 
tondo, whose Shamrock Rink 
Management company also 
operates arenas in Everett 
and Amesbury, Wilmington 
officials claim youth sporting 
groups have stood by help- 
lessly in recent years as the 
charges for ice time spiked 
dramatically. 

“They are charging us 
more money every year and 
offering us less and less ice 
time. We're just trying to do 
what's best for the kids of 
Wilmington. I'm upset; I'm 
frustrated, and have had it 
with this entire (ordeal),” for- 
mer Wilmington Youth 
Hockey Board member Peter 
Mullarky remarked in a 2015 
interview with The Wilming- 
ton Town Crier, a sister publi- 
cation of The Middlesex East. 

Already bitter, town offi- 
cials insisting they had been 
used by the Ristuccia family 
and then financially abused 
by Rotondo's firm, finally hit 
a breaking point last winter, 
when Town Administrator 
Jeffrey Hull confirmed ru- 
mors that the Main Street 
skating complex had been 
sold to Concord residents 
Richard and Susan Gallant 
for $3.25 million. 

Local leaders, who in the 
hopes of purchasing the 36,000 
square foot complex had 
since 2014 dutifully asked 
Town Meeting voters to reau- 
thorize the $2.25 million ap- 
propriation, insisted 
Ristuccia Jr. never gave the 
community another chance 
to buy the property. 

"It's a shame that Mr. Ris- 
tuccia did what he did to the 
youth of Wilmington," vented 
Selectman Kevin Caira dur- 
ing a meeting last winter, 


when Hull announced the 
sale. 

"The real losers in this sit- 
uation are the kids of this 
community," McCoy  re- 
marked in a much more re- 
cent interview. 

According to McCoy, who 
described Ristuccia as "noth- 
ing more than a used car 
salesman", the’ selectmén 
voted last May to form the 
rink committee after local 
hockey teams and_ user 
groups discovered ice rentals 
were climbing even higher. 

Based upon some media 
reports, local sports teams 


are being charged as much as 
$385 per hour for use of the 
ice sheet. By contrast, in 
neighboring communities like 
Woburn and _ Stoneham, 
where skating arenas are 
owned by the municipality, 
local non-profits are paying 
hourly charges between $205 
and $250 per hour. 

Per the Selectmen's vote 
late last spring, the Ice Rink 
and Recreational Facility 
Committee is tasked with an- 
alyzing the costs associated 
with building a new skating 
rink, which could include
